but anyone may niaiiiiliuaure oiJcr from 
apples grown in the Sl.atu, and soil' it 
in quantities of a gallun nnd upwaiids. 
Cider from Maine apples, it iusupposbd, 
is less intoxicating than cidur madej in 
other States, and honco this discrimin- 
ation. The bill is rough on people wjho 
have liquor for any purpose.

be seized at any time, and destroyed) at 
once. The burden of. proof that tho [ar- 
ticle is not intended for sale rests wj 
the owners or claimants. 
No nmlter 


how the case is decided, DO action 'm'l 
be permitted to recover liquors seized 
and destroyed.

ter all dwellings, and, if they find liq- 
uor, may then and there pour it in o 
the gutter. An officious marshal can 
awaken passengers in a sleeping car to 
search their carpet bags and smash their 
flasks.
